He is not bound to 
give a copy of the prescription, nor even 
to keep it, though he usually retains it as 
a protection in case of error on the part 
of doctors or patients.

A MORMON MANIFESTO 



PROTESTING AGAINST THE EFFORTS 
TO SUPPRESS POLYGAMY. 



People of the United State*. 



Bam Lake City, Utah, May ft — Meeting) 
have been held throughout Utah, Idaho anr 
Arizona at all the Mormon tabernacles, a' 
which a declaration of grievance* and pro 
test which had been formulated at a general 
conference of the Mormon church April 5, 
was read. The declaration is addressed t< 
the president and the people of the L'nitec 
States. It begin* by laying thnt as th< 
rights as American citizens of the vast ina 
Jority of the ]>eople of Utah and their core 
ligionist* in the neighboring states an I ter- 
ritories are trampled upon, thoy believe il 
their lni|>erative duty to protest against tin 
gigantic evil which threatens not only thcii 
liberties, but the liberties <.t every freeman. 
ItUicn s«vs; 

"As to our religious faith, it is based upoi 
evidence whk-h to our minds is conclusive 
convictions not t<» 1* destroy I l.v 1*4 Im.iv, 
enactments or judicial decisions. Force mn i 
enslave the body, but it cannot convince th< 
mind. To yield at the demaud of the IsgS 
lator or the judge the rights of eOWdMMI 
would prove us recreant to every duty w ( 
owe to (Joil and mau. Among the urimi]>l« 
of our religion is that of immediate, revels 



bated. This a vital part of our religion, thi 
decisions ot courts to the contrary notwith- 
standing." 

The declaration declares that the practia 
of polygamy as understood among the occi 
dental nations is a system of sensuality ; bu' 
the latter day saints believe that the mar 
riage is one which, when properly soleninhsec 
existo in eternity. Every taHMul wo 
man in the church believe* that in order tc 
insure her exaltation in the presence of Goc 
she should be married or sealed to an up 
right, faithful man. It then sayB: 

"Acting upon this belief, these alliance) 
are formed, while on the earth, upon th« 
principle that the mau is not without tht 
woman nor the woman without the man ii 
the Lord. They firmly believe that (Kxl hai 
revealed this to them as a command. Bui 
while patriarchial marriage, as U is termed 
is a part of their faith and practice, they 
have no idea that it should become universal. 
The equality of the sexes, if no other reason 
would prevent this. It is a mistaken idut 
that our church favors the propagation of 
this doctrine, or seeks to establish it as a ml 
versal system. At the same time we full} 
believe that women should lie married, ever 
if two or three of them, as in the family ol 
Abraham, Jacob, and others, become thi 
wives of one man. Instead, therefore, ol 
our system ol liiiu ringe promoting sensual 
ity, experience has proved that it checks it 
and, instead of being destructive to the turn
